The fort, which commands the railroad to, 
Aix-La-Chapelle ‘by Verviers and the tunnel to Chaude-| 
fontaine, was subjected to an extremely violent bombard-' 
ment. When it was reduced to a mere heap of ruins :and 
Major Mamzeche, the commanding officer, judged that 
further resistance was impossible, he blocked up the tunnel 
by running several locomotives into each other and set fire 
to the fuses leading to the mines surrounding the forts. ° 


’ “His mission then accomplished, Major Mameche, deter- 
mined that no German flag should fly even: over the ruins' 
of his fort, blew up the powder magazine and perished.

London, Aug. 23, 1.12 a.m.—-An official. despatch to the 
Reuter’s Telegram Company from Antwerp, timed 10.50 
o’clock Saturday night, tends to confirm the reports that a 
great battle began yesterday morning between the French 
and-Germans.

‘earrying grips, parcels, etc. Mothers, 
sisfers, sweethearts’ and: friends were 


allowed to mingle freely with their 
loved ones, ‘while extra cars were 
being attached to. the train .to ac- 
commodate the men. The. Band had 
arrived and were playing patriotic 
airs, and the crowd, which had swel- 


|led to an enormous size, were cheer. 


ing again and again. Many tear- 
stained faces were noticed among 
the womenfolk, and the eyes of 
some of the troopers were full al- 
most to overflowing, for among 
them were many young fellows 
who, though filled with the spirit 
that’ has made the British Empire 
what it is today, were leaving their 
homes and parents for the first time 
in their--lives. Others- looked with 
straining eyes for a last glance of 
loved ones who had-not arrived, hav- 
ing had no news of the sudden de- 


iparture. Some of the citizens had 
busied themselves in collecting | 
‘cigars, tobacco, etc., the hotels, | 


drug stores and everyone else ap- 
pealed to coming through in the 
most generous manner, so that, the 
men could have a cheering smoke on 
their journey. ‘Many of the troopers 
gave commissions of different kinds 
to their chums to execute for them, 
even to putting money in the bank, 
for they had no time to attend to 
anything themselves.

No information is available as to whether the Germans now 
intend tedevote themselves to the task of reducing. Antwerp or to an 
endeavor to force thoir way southward inte France. It seoms, how- 
ever, that: the determination is to attack the Belgian army of some 
150,000 afer, who aro still in or about Antwerp. “Tho Germans al- 
ready are ‘ivanoing i in the direction of Gltent. They have ocoup- 
ied Alost, 15 miles north of Brussels, and Wetteren, 8 milea south- 
east of Ghent; and apparently intend. to overrun the whole of; 
. Northern Belgium to the sea, 

Cavalry patrols have been seen as far- ‘as Mechlit (Malines), 
14 miles southeast of Antwerp, and it may be expeoted before long 
to hear that the Germans have occupied Ghent and Bruges .and 
possibly even Ostend. 

If, however, that is their intention, a clear invasion of France 
through Belgium must be still longer delayed.

After Great. Servian ‘Victory 
‘Austrians Flee in Disorder 


Nish Gives Out Official Statement Saying Four Regiments’ 
were Completely Routed and a Commander-in-Chief Killed 


17 AUSTRIAN. CRAFT SUNK _ 


‘NISH, Servia, Aug. 283—The following official 
communication was made public here today : 

“After the great Servian victory the Austrians fled. 
in complete disorder before the Servian. pursuit. 

“The 91st, 102nd, 11th and 28th Austrian regiments 
have been completely routed. -The Commander-in- 
chief of the 21st division of the Austrian infantry was 
killed, as was also the commander of the 28th regiment. 

“Seventeen Austrian craft have been sunk by the 
Servian artillery. 

“The details of the great battle of Aug. 20 are only 
now becoming known. The Austrian forces were 
composed of nine divisions, and numbered nearly | 
200,000 men. The Servians were much inferior in 
numbers, but showed greater heroism. Their hand- 
ling of their artillery, their superior marching and 
endurance, their discipline, and the accuracy of their 
fire, insured them the victory. 

“During their flight the enemy committed atroc- 
ities in the villages of Brobitch, Bogassavatz and 
Aerhatz, slaying women and children.” 


MOBILIZATION IN ITALY 
HAS BEEN DECIDED UPON 


PARIS, AUG, 22.—5,13 a.m.—A general mobilizat- 
ion in Italy has been decided upon and will be proceed- 
ed with in three or four days, according to a message 
which the Rome correspondent of the Eclaire succeed- 
ed in smuggling through to his paper. The correspon- 
dent asserts that King Victor Emmanuel until recently 
felt obliged to renounce all idea of Italian intervention 
in the conflict, but was won over by the arguments of 
his ministers. Minister of foreign affairs, Marquis 
Antonio Di San Giuliano, alone of the cabinet held to 
a contrary opinion.

Iishes have often been referred to 
as “voiceless, emotionless creatures,” 
but scientific investigation has demon- 
strated that Mke land animals they 
are largely swayed by the same 
emotions, and that in a limited way 
they giva expression thereto. There 
are more than 300 species of fish 
which are known to produce sound. 
One particular kind of fish, which 
are called ‘“maigres,” emit sounds 
having a duration of about twenty- 
five seconds, and also various notes, 
usually degenerating into a mero 
humming, elther from excess or want 
of intensity. When these fish are 
travelling 1n shoals the sounds given 
out by them may be heard from a 
depth of twenty fathoms. More than 
once it has been suggested that the 
story of the sirens had Its origin in 
the utterances of these fish. © 

When captured, the scad, or horse- 
mackerel, the globe fish, the grunt, 
the pig-fish, and the hog-fish all emit 
sounds resembling the grunt of a pig; 
while one, well known along the At- 
antic coast as the croaker, derives 
its name from the croak it gives when 
taken into a boat. The barbel and 
the carp also croak when taken from 
the water. 

Thero is a species of “sea-frog” 
found by the natives of Malabar, and 
so-called on account of the noise It 
makes when captured. The red gur- 
nard has been dubbed the “sea-cock” 
by reason of its crowing. The ar- 
mado, a fisu found in the Rio Parana, 
is most remarkable for the harsh, 
grating sound it emits when caught 
with hook and line. It ts sald that 
this nolse can bo heard distinctly 
while the fish is yot boneath the sur- 
face. 

There is a fish in the Tagus that 
emits sounds resembling the vibra- 
tlons of o doep-toned bell, gong, or 
pedal pipe of an organ. Hoerrings, 
when the net has been drawn round 
them; have been observed to do the 
same, and similar accdunts are given 
of the river bullhead. An amphibious 
siluroid fish, on being taken into the 
hand, is sald to shrick, and certain 
‘of tho blennies emit similar sounds. 
In tho Gulf of Mextco tho big jowfish 
breaks the stillness of the night and 
the waters with his sonorous “boom!

The. Red Deer Fair of 1914 will go 
on record as the best year in its 
history. For some time previous to 
fair week rumors had been circulat- | 
ed that it would not be held. A 


number of meetings were held by | 


the directors, and opinions were 
of calling the fair off for this year. 
Some of the directors showed an 
optimistic spirit that does them 
every credit ; others were too pes- 
simiistic. It is to the credit of* all 
though that they gave personal 
cheques tb cover a possible loss of ! 
$1,000. Fortune, however, has smil- 
ed upon them, and_according to all 
accounts they are well on the right, 
side financially. The pmss continu- 
ally asked. that the paople give tho 
fair all the support possible, and 
the large crowd in attendance shows 
that, this was done. Had the 
weather been made to order, it could 
not: have been better; it was a 
time of brilliant sunshine that, meade 
everybody feel good. The grounds 
presented a very gay appearance : 
Flags flying in every direction, the 
midway with its many booths and 
sideshows, packed with a good-natur- 
ed crowd, the. judging rings ~ with 
the splendid “ exhibits, row after 
row of autos and rigs drawn up in 
line, children with balloons, dolls, 
ete., all helped to make it a time 
of ‘pleasure. . 

‘The crowd appeared to make a 
point of first inspecting cattle, hors- 
es, poultry, and the Horticultural 
Society's display, and then taking 
up quarters in tha paddock or stand 
to watch the racing. The exhibi- 
tion of cattle compared favorably 
with any show in the Province, but 
horses were few compared with 
other years.

The 
products are made on a Helm press, 
and embrace every variety of brick, 
both plain and oenamontal, and also 
the two piece dry-wall building 
block. The bricks an absolutely 
true and are equal to the best clay 
brick for every purpose. The blocks 
are built according to the Helm 
building system, in two separate 
walls, with an air space of» two 
inches or more between. These walls 
are tied with steel bonds laid in 
the mortar. The air space is un-! 
broken throughout the whole build-! 
ing, and the only finish roquired is a 
‘finish coat of plaster applied to the 
inner surface of the wall. This sys- 
tem, Mr. Dennett claims, is pracli- 
cally as cheap as frame building in 
first cost, and is fire proof, frost 
proof and damp proof.

PATRIOTIC ADDRESSES 
' TO VOLUNTEERS 


The evening’s programme included 
patriotic addresses to the members 
of the 35th C.A.H., who were drawn 
up in front of the grand stand. \Dr. 
Collison was chairman, and after 
the Band had played the Maple Leaf 
and the King, he valled upon E. 
Michener, M.P.P., to addmss them. 
Mr. Michener, in brief, said : 

Ladies and Gentlemen, officers and 
members of the 35th C.A.H.: It is 
with mixed feelings that I addrass 
you. Silence would ke most eloquent 
testimony. We are face to face with 
the greatest crisis in human history. 
On the one hand we have German 
rule as dominant in its own. coun- 
try, a beautiful country of art and 
literature, but ruled by military 
despotism and autocracy, and try- 
ing to dominate Europe and the 
world. On the other hand, we have 
Great’ Britain, standing for. liberty 
and fair play, ard her allies, fight- 
ing, not for love of war or con- 
auest, but for honor, freedom, and 
other great principlesf One hundred 
years ago Great Britain fought for 
the same: principles and subdued 
Napoleon. Today the world is Iyok- 
ing for her-to repeat her actions of 
that time. 

The world’s greatest statesmen -be- 
lieve that this will be the last war 
in which human bloodshed will be 
allowed. in the interest of inter- 
national affairs. There may be’ set- 
backs. There could be only ono 
answer as to what the future must 
.. He believed ‘in the Divine inter- 
est. God will prevail in the cause of 
human right. Be sure you are in 
the right cause, and have faith in it, 
and in your God, and you need never 
fear the result. He was glad to 
know that Canada was not wanting 
in this crisis. Every heart respond- 
ed to the call of duty, and he was 
proud that Great Britain was being 
supported by fhe Overseas Dom- 
inions, and Red Deer was not found 
wanting. Great Britain had defend- 
ed the Colonies, protected our lands, 
trade and Commerce, and Camada 
in nefurn showed her heart was in 
the right place and was true to the 
Empire. The sgldier volunteers were 
a fine lot of men in physique ard 
loyalty, and their motto was ready, 
aye ready. 

Dr. Collison next announced that 
the Band would play the French 
National Anthem, and the voice of 
his son David called out from the 
stand, What’s that, Dad, sing it. 
This was the signal for a_ hearty 
laugh at the Doctor’s expense. + 

The Band then played some Amnri- 
can airs, after which John McLennan 
was introduced as a man who had 
gone through the American Spanish 
war. He said: 

Mr. President, Comrades, Ladies 
and Gentlemen: Sixteen years ago I 
had the satisfaction of seeing the 
conclusion of a war fought for the 
same purposes as we-are fighting for 
today, freedom and liberty—things 
worth fighting for. He congratulated 
the boys who were going to fight in 
so noble a cause. It was a sad 
thing that human liberty in the past 
always had to be bought with the 
price of blood, and even today it 
appeared we could take no step for- 
ward without shedding blood. He 
congratulated them on their noble 
mission. They might entrain at any 
time, and they may be ‘taking their 
last look at, this beautiful valley, 
and if their bones lay on _ foreign 
soil through the action thy were 
now taking, they would have died 
in the noblest cause man ever laid 
down his life for. We are the pos- 
sessors of a liberty that they go to 
buy for us that we may enjoy that 
which we boast of. We should pay 
these boys a tribute for the devotion 
they are showing. Canada was the 
freest country in the world. Russia 
had already extisnded a greater lib- 
erty to her subjects, and a nower 
reedom would result from the 
efforts of tho allies. He hoped they 
would be spared to return and get 
the welcome that would be waiting 
for them,

Kitchener Speaks Plainly 
To Men of Overseas Force 


London, Aug. 18—Field Marshal 
Bag] Kitchener's soldierly homily to 
the men of the British expeditipnary 
force, in which he directed that 
every soldier should keep in his 
active servia3 paybook, was textually 
as follows : 

“You are ordered abroad as a sol- 
dier of the King to help our French 
comrades against the invasion of a 
common enemy. 

“You have to perform a_ task 
which will need, your courage, your. 
energy and your patience. 

Remember that the honor of the 
British aray depends on your indi- 
vidual conduct. 

“It will be your duty, not only to 
set an example of discipline and 
perfect steadniness under fire, but 
also to maintain the most friendly 
relations with those with whom you 
are helping in this struggle. 

“The operations in which you will 
be engaged wil; for the most part 
take place in a friendly country, and 
you can do your own country bo 
better service than showing yourself 
jn France and Belgium the character 
of a British soldier by being  in- 
variably courteous, congiderate and 
kind, 

“Never do anything likely to In- 
jure or destroy property, and also 
look upon rioting as a disgraceful 
act. : 

“You are sure to meet with a 
welcome and to be trusted. Your 
conduct must, therefore, justify that 
confidence and that trust. 

“Your duty cannot be done unless 
your health is sound, so keep con- 
stantly on your guard against any 
exoesses. 

“In this new experience you must 
find temptation both in wine and 
women, You must entirely resist 
both temptations, and while treat- 
ing all women with ‘perfect courtesy, 
you should avoid any intimacy. : 

“Do your duty bravely. Fear God % 
God and honor the King. 5 
(Signed) KITCHENER, 

Field Marshal.”
